United States Circuit Court of Appeals —The Court of Last Resort 


“The history. of the 
prior art teaches that for 
many years there had 
been a growing demand 
for a right hand reser- 
voir—that is, one located 
away from the fire box— 
and so adjusted as not 
to interfere with the 
heating of the oven, and 
so attached to the range 
that the water in the res- 
ervoir would heat quick- 
ly.” 


Proi. Cooley's testi- 
mony leaves no doubt in 
my mind that the de- 
fendant has appropriated 
the entire invention of 
Beckwith. The catalogues 
sent out to the trade by 
the. defendant indicate 
the same thing. 


January 21st, 1910, the United States Circuit Court for the 
Western District of Wisconsin sustained the Beckwith Patent on a 
contact reservoir in a suit brought against the Malleable Iron Range 
Company of Beaver Dam, Wisconsin, AND ON APRIL 18, 1911, 
THE UNITED STATES CIRCUIT COURT OF APPEALS AF- 
FIRMED THAT JUDGMENT. 

The invention described in the patent covers a combination of 


_the convex contact plate, a sheet metal reservoir and means for 


clamping the reservoir firmly against the convex plate, so as to take” 
out and keep out the buckle natural to a sheet metal contact reser- 

voir. The Beckwith reservoir was the first and is the only success- 

ful right hand sheet metal contact reservoir which enabled the user 

to heat water satisfactorily by contact and bake in the oven at the 

same time, also doing away with the cumbersome reservoir on the 

left or front end of the range and permitting the use of the desir- 

able broiler or feed door; also providing a place for an extra draft 

slide, very necessary when making a quick, strong fire. 

This reservoir was attached to our Round Oak Chief Range and 
it was so constructed that the reservoir was protected from the 
action of the fire and allowed no accumulation of soot or ashes 
around the reservoir, which before had always seriously interfered 
with heating water in the reservoir, also preventing condensation, 
thus avoiding the leakage of blackened water on the floor. This in- 
vention was thoroughly protected by the U. S. Letters Patent, which 
were promptly granted by the Patent Office, and we have been to

At the time we first sold the Round Oak Chief Range with this 
reservoir attached the Monarch Range, manufactured by the Mal- 
leable Iron Range Company of Beaver Dam, Wisconsin, was made 
with a flat contact plate and in consequence its reservoir was not 
satisfactory. The Round Oak customer at Beaver Dam, Mr. Fred 
Rassmann, purchased a Round Oak Chief Range, one of the first 
that was sold. On hearing of the arrival of this stoye in Mr. Rass- 
mann’s store the president of the Malleable Iron Range Company, 
the superintendent of the factory and the foreman of the mounting 
room went to Mr. Rassmann’s store, took off the reservoir and. 
carefully examined the same and went back to the factory and re- 
produced it; to use the language of Judge Quarles, “they extended 
to Beckwith the compliment of adopting and appropriating all the 
elements of his device.” As soon as it was ascertained that they 
were infringing upon the patent they were notified of the patent in a 
friendly and kindly spirit and requested to please desist from further 
infringement. This they declined to do, and, as there was no alter- 
native, suit was instituted. 

The Court, in its opinion, authorized a decree which was later 
entered sustaining the patent, holding the same had been infringed 
and awarding an accounting for the damages sustained by the _in- 
fringement and for the profits which the infringer realized from the 
use of the patent. The decree also authorized an injunction against 
the defendant restraining further infringement; but not satisfied 
with the decree, the defendant made an application for a stay of the 
proceedings in order to appeal the case to the United States Court 
of Appeals for the seventh circuit, sitting at Chicago. As a condi- 
tion of staying the injunction pending the appeal, Judge Quarles re- 
quired the defendant to file a $20,000 surety bond to protect the 
complainant for damages and loss of profits during the time the 
case was in the Court of Appeals. This bond was furnished and the 
appeal was perfected and the case was then transferred to the 
United States Circuit Court of Appeals, the court of last resort in 
patent cases, and the arguments were made before United States 
Circuit Judges Seaman, Baker and Grosscup. They took the case 
under advisement and after carefully considering the same the 
United States Court of Appeals affirmed the decision of the lower 
court in every respect, holding that the patent was valid and that it 
had been infringed by the defendant. 

The opinion of the United States Circuit Court of Appeals was 
filed April 18th, 1911. The only thing which remains in connection 
with the matter now is to proceed with the accounting and deter- 
mine the matter of the damages and profits due from the defendant 
for the infringement. 

The force of this decision is broad enough so that anybody 
who has infringed or may infringe the patent may be prosecuted. 
This would include anybody who has infringed the rights protected 
by the patent. 

This litigation has extended over a period of five years. It has 
cost a very large amount of money, time and a great deal of anxiety. 
The Malleable people took a chance. They lost and right prevailed, 
and the object of this advertisement is to notify the world at large 
that we shall continue to defend our rights in this patent (as well as 
all other Round Oak patents) to the “limit,” that Round Oak cus- 
tomers may point to this item as exclusive and only to be found 
upon the Round Oak Chief Steel Range.

Address, "24 hoped he would be, but the gen 


eral comment among the members 
seemed to be that the affairs of the country are in a 
very good condition and that political interest will not 
affect business to any great extent. 

President Jantz brought out some matters of vital 
interest to the hardware trade, his suggestion that a 
Legislative Committee be appointed being an especially 
good one at this time. It is true, as he says, that the 
association can make no demands on our legislative 
bodies, but a committee of this kind could do much 
in placing the matters of interest to the hardware 
manufacturer before the lawmakers in the proper 
light. It can truly be said that these lawmakers, to a 
large extent, are governed by the attitude of the peo- 
ple in enacting laws, and if the manufacturer is not 
well represented before them when they are making 
their investigations on proposed bills, they are apt to 
take the manufacturers’ silence as meaning that they 
do not object to the measure, and it becomes a law. 

President Jantz also touched on the pleasant rela- 
tions existing between the Hardware Manufacturers’ 
Association and the various jobbers’ and retailers’ as- 
sociations of the hardware trade of the country, and 
in this one of the most important aims of these meet- 
ings is being accomplished, the bringing together for 
mutual benefit those who can and should help one an- 
other. During President Jantz’ term of office this 
feature of the organization has not been neglected, 
and there is the best of feeling in the hardware trade 
between manufacturer, jobber and retailer. 

Other important points were mentioned by Presi- 
dent Jantz, among them being one that has appeared 
very often in the editorial columns of THE AMERICAN 
ARTISAN, that of express and railroad companies 
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charging the consignee after the shipment has been 
prepaid. Thus double charges are frequently collect- 
ed unknown to the shipper and consignee, and when 
discovered, recovery of the amount wrongfully col- 
lected has entailed considerable correspondence and 
loss of time. His suggestion that the association take 
some action towards the enactment of laws compelling 
agents to mark the amount of prepaid charges re- 
ceived by them on each package is a good one. Any 
action along this line would be good, for these com- 
panies should be made to feel that these associations 
have some influence and the realization of this influ- 
ence will soon bring about a change in these methods. 


We cannot agree with President Jantz, however, 
that there is liable to be any pronounced legislative 


changes which will affect business, for everything 
points towards a continuation of the present healthy 
condition, with a gradual increase as the summer 
wears on. The time is about past when politics can 
influence business very largely one way or the other, 
and no one thing has had more to do with bringing 
this about than the various trade associations of the 
country. 








AccorDING to Wall Street financial kings, the 
United States will be enjoying a big boom in 1913, the 
like of which this country has never 


Boom = seen. This opinion is based upon the 
Predicted f iad Pt : 
For 1913 20Tecast made by government experts 


that the balance in favor of the United 
States in international trade will be nearly five hun- 
dred million dollars by the end of the next fiscal year, 
June 30. This, of course, may or may not affect the 
country at large, but it will affect Wall street, and 
Wall street will affect the country. 

This is not the only idea on which the moneyed 
men base their prediction of a 1913 boom. For the 
present, business in all parts of the United States is 
in a healthy condition. There is no over-buying and 
no one is piling up stock, but the consumer is causing 
a good, healthy demand for goods, so there is no re- 
cession in business. 

Next year the country will be in the throes of a 
presidential compaign, and this, as usual, will affect 
business some, but not as much as in times past. There 
will be no issues which will cause any serious draw- 
back to manufacturing interests, no matter who may 
be elected, but still there will be enough uncertainty 
to hold the boom back until the opening of spring, 
1913. 

There are a number of indications in the business 
world by which these financiers feel out trade condi- 
tions. Foremost among these are, of course, the 
railroads. Next come the small electric lines over the 
country. Just now none of these are being built, but 
the lines already in operation are enjoying a good 
business. The feeling has seemed to pass along the 
line in some unseen way that any effort to “boost” 
business at this time would be disastrous, so the coun- 
try has settled down to take care of the present needs 
of the people and wait until the boom of prosperity 
forces itself upon us. 

According to this argument, until March 4, 1913, 
the business of the country can be described as simply 
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marking time. There is to be no recession in busi- 
ness, but gradual increase. Meanwhile the country 
will be accumulating surplus capital through the enor- 
mity of our excess exports and through enforced 
economies and the withholding of demands for capital 
for investment. We should have within the next year 
and a half probably a greater supply of surplus cap- 
ital than the country has ever known. 

All the men who have expressed their views speak 
with enthusiasm of prosperity when it does come. 
They say that in magnitude and scope, in investment 
of capital, in development of natural resources and 
wise industrial or railway promotions it is to be an 
era which the imagination now can scarcely gasp. It 
is the universal opinion throughout the south, and 
there it is based to some extent upon the stupendous 
stimulus which will be caused by the prospective open- 
ing of the Panama canal. 

If the judgment of the men who watch the finan- 
cial interests of the country is correct the railroads are 
far behind the rest of the country, so far as healthy 
conditions are concerned. A great manufacturer who 
has been identified for many years with a leading in- 
dustry in Pittsburgh says it is fortunate that the busi- 
ness revival is not now upon us, for if it were the 
railroads could not handle the business offered. They 
must be greatly improved and expanded if they are 
to be in position to meet the demands of industry and 
commerce which will follow the revival of business 
prosperity, for, if they are not, they will check rather 
than foster the coming of that prosperity. 








UNTOLD instances could be cited where the small 
dealer and manufacturer in dealing with the larger 
business concerns, confine their transac- 
Details In tions to those who maintain system, who 
the Small ! 
Business, 2"SWer correspondence promptly, know 
exactly the standing of every order and 
can answer any question the customer may ask at a 
moment’s notice. Yet this same dealer who admires 
this trait in others so much, if you should ask him why 
he was not more systematic in his own work and more 
prompt in his correspondence, would say that it 
wouldn’t pay him, his business wasn’t large enough 
and that he didn’t have time to look after it anyway. 
The dealer makes a great mistake in looking at this 
important matter from this standpoint. Fully ninety 
per cent. of the large enterprises of the country were 
as small as the ordinary mercantile business when they 
were first started and this attention to detail and to the 
little things of the business are what have made them 
large. It is just as easy to do things right and syste- 
matically as it is to let them go in their own way, in 
fact it is easier when one has become accustomed to 
doing work right, when and as it should be done. The 
“small” business man will say that the wholesale, job- 
bing houses and manufacturers have people on their 
office force who look after this detail part of the busi- 
ness and do not have a lot of other things to worry 
about. That is true and yet at one stage in the growth 
of these big business houses, the head of the house had 
to look after these details and look after the rest of 
the work besides. But he didn’t use his own $10,000 a 
year brain to do the work of a $750 a year clerk. After 
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the clerk had gone beyond the $750 stage he too was 
put to higher work and some one else began on the 
detail. 

The merchant would find his business in better 
shape at the end of a year if he would use system in 
conducting it. If he is prompt in his correspondence 
he will not be troubled with delays, for the whole- 
saler or jobber will be just as prompt as he is. He 
should answer his mail every day and that which can- 
not be fully answered should be so stated to the corres- 
pondent and the letter placed where it wili be brought 
to notice every day until it is answered in full. 

If the small dealer will pay more attention to details 
and system in his business and not waste so much time 
doing roustabout around the store, he will find him- 
self becoming a big merchant instead of a little dealer. 








The New York Compensation Act has been de- 
clared invalid by the Court of Appeals of that state, 
and acts pending in about twenty other 

Employers’ States, which were formed along the same 

Liability. general lines as the New York law, will 

be held up. The law which the 
court has just declared unconstitutional made the 
employer liable for all accidents to his employes, no 
matter how well he protected them nor how careless 
the man who was injured might have been. The only 
thing left to him was the settlement of the amount 
of damages by a jury. 

By some it may seem that the court has taken a 
stand against any movement to help the employe who 
is injured while working for another. This is not 
the case, however, as a close inspection of the law 
will show. The point involved is that the law con- 
fiscates the employer’s property when he has com- 
mitted no wrong and has not neglected his duty in 
any way. Many people are beginning to look upon a 
man who is conducting a business as being a man to 
watch and that no matter how much he may be pay- 
ing his employes he ought to pay more, and if they 
are hurt, through their own carelessness and after he 
has used every precaution to protect them from their 
own neglect, he should pay them their full time for 
all the time they are away from their work, besides 
paying their doctor bills. There is of course need 
for some method whereby the employe can be helped 
in case of accident, some method of co-operative in- 
surance that will give him enough to live on while 
he is out of work, but he should stand his share of 
this while he is able to work. In some factories the 
employers put an amount into a fund equal to that 
put in by their employes, who are the directors, with 
one member of the employing firm, of how much 
each employe shall pay into the fund and what pro- 
portion shall be allowed him in case of an accident. 
The proportion is usually according to the wages and 
this plan has been found to be very satisfactory. It 
puts some of the responsibility onto the men them- 
selves and they are not only more careful about their 
own work but they will not allow their fellow work- 
men to become careless when it means something 
coming out of their own pocket. 

When we stop to think of this matter from the em- 
ployer’s standpoint, we see that in many instances he 
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is getting the worst of the deal. He is responsible 
for the life of the business; he must direct it, steer it 
over the rocks, see that orders are kept coming in, 
that the bills are paid promptly and a thousand and 
one other things that are on his mind at once. Many 
times he goes home wondering how he is going to 
raise the pay roll for the next day. On the other 
hand the employe goes to work by the clock, works a 
certain number of hours and goes home to enjoy a 
good night’s rest. On pay day he draws his envelope 
and if a lull should come in business or if fire should 
destroy the plant, this pay envelope would be all he 
would lose and he would soon be drawing another 
one somewhere else. Truly the employer has enough 
to worry about without putting any unfair load onto 
him.

I 
went out through the back of the store and finally lo- 
cated my friend over in one corner of the room set- 
ting up a stove. While we were talking, a hardware 
drummer came in and joined our group. This drum- 
mer seemed to be a bright sort of a chap. He 
watched my friend in silence for a while and after a 
bit he said to him, with a wink at me, “There is a good

A RECENTLY PATENTED OVEN FOR GAS 
STOVES. 





United States Patent No. 989,842 has been granted 
to Frank L. Goodrich of Belvidere, Ill., on a portable 
oven for gas stoves and tables provided with a base 
adapted to rest on and be supported by a gas stove 
or table, the oven comprising a frame consisting of 
a back wall, upper and lower horizontal, open frame

members, and corner posts connecting the upper and 
lower frame members, the lower frame member being 
detachably fitted to the base and the tdp wall of the 
oven being supported by the upper frame member, 
and front and side swinging doors hinged to the posts 
to constitute the side and front walls of the oven. 





STOVES IN AUSTRIA. 





Consul J. I. Brittain, Prague, writing in Daily Con- 
sular and Trade Reports, says: 

Inquiries have been received as to the trade possi- 
bilities in Bohemia for certain kinds of stoves. Ameri- 
can base burners are being sold in the city and else- 
where in Bohemia, but it would be cifficult to intro- 
duce any sort of heaters, unless an agent were to visit 
the territory and demonstrate what the heaters will do. 
Some of the newer apartment houses have steam-heat- 
ing appliances, but all the older and many of the 
newer houses have tile stoves. The people here are 
very conservative, and a new article should be shown 
and its practicability proved. 

All the cooking stoves used here are manufactured 
in Austria, mostly in Bohemia. The cooking stoves 
are not so good as the American make; but it will 
take practical demonstrations to convince the people 
that American stoves produce more heat with less coal, 
and that they bake more evenly. Of course the average 
housewife here does not pay so much attention to bak- 
ing, as most of the pastry and cakes are bought at bake 
shops, and practically no one bakes bread at home. 
The writer’s family has practically all baking done at 
home, the bread sold in shops being made in the form 
of small rolls or buns, and not in a loaf as in the 
United States. 

Most of the cooking stoves or ranges in the better 
houses are built up with tile sides, and have tops cov- 
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ered with steel slabs, without the holes for cooking 
utensils provided in American stoves. In some houses 
stoves are made of metal, with one hole in the front 
part, then back of this is a higher part with an oven 
having two decks. This back part also has a water 
reservoir for hot water. All kitchens are required to 
have stoves placed in them when the house is built, at 
least in all the medium and better grade houses.

RESERVOIR LITIGATION ENDED. 


The decision which was given in January, 1910, in 
the United States Circuit Court for the Western Dis- 
trict of Wisconsin, involving the patent rights of a 
right hand reservoir owned by the Estate of P. D. 
Beckwith, Inc., of Dowagiac, Mich., in which the 
Malleable Iron Range Co. of Beaver Dam, Wis., were 
the defendants, has been affirmed by the United States 
Circuit Court of Appeals, the court of last resort in 
patent cases, in a decision handed down April 13th. 
This litigation has extended over a period of five 
years and has been closely watched by stove manu- 
facturers all over the country. The lower court held 
that there had been an infringement on the Beckwith 
patent and this opinion was upheld by the higher court. 
The invention in question covers a combination of the 
convex contact plate, a sheet metal reservoir and means 
for clamping the reservoir firmly to the convex plate, 
all pertaining to a right hand reservoir.

After the invocation the entire audience united in 
singing “America,” after which President Sanford in- 
troduced Hon. O. B. Colquitt, Governor of Texas, in 
the following words: 


President Sanford Introduces the Governor 


Ladies and gentlemen of the convention; As a body of 
business men it is with pleasure that I state to you that the 
business men of Texas are in the political saddle, and this 
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commonwealth is enjoying the blessing of an intelligent, 
fearless, patriotic business administration of its public af- 
fairs. The slogan of the successful candidate for governor 
before the people at the autumn election, was “Legislative 
Rest and Political Peace.” Whether or not we shall ever 
realize the dream of political peace in a state where the cows 
give political milk and birds sing political songs and the air 
we breathe is full of political prophecies, remains to be seen. 
But surely there has been ushered in, the glorious combination 
of a season of political rest, for the session of the last legis- 
lature of today, if not the shortest in the history ofthe state, 
was at least the briefest in recent years. There were enacted, 
as the governor has said, no laws of a disquieting nature. There 
were placed upon our statute books no laws that would cause 
ufeasiness or even concern to the commercial or financial

world. The business men of Texas demanding the development 
of the material resources of our state, the encouragement of 
foreign investment, the protection of foreign corporations 
as long as they obey the law, a liberal interpretation of our 
anti-trust laws and an impartial application of the same, the 
extension of our great university and colleges, and the im- 
portance of all other public institutions of state, the perpetua- 
tion of the principle of local self government, which has been 
the dream of the ages, and is yet the hope of mankind, and 
invoking political peace and legislative rest, elected a gover- 
nor by an overwhelming plurality of more than 65,000 votes, 
and it therefore affords me pleasure to present to you the 
man whom Texas has so greatly honored, and who, in turn 
has so greatly served the state, his excellency, who claims to 
be no older than I and I am sure no better looking, the Hon- 
orable Oscar B. Colquitt, governor of the state of Texas. 


Address of Governor Colquitt. 


Mr. President, ladies and gentlemen of the convention: 
After you have heard my friend Sanford make the speech 
of introduction I am sure that you would pardon me if I 
say a little and tell you something of the campaign which 
led up to my selection by the democratic party as a candidate 
for governor of the state and which was subsequently rati- 
fied by the people of Texas. I want to say to you that 
throughout that memorable contest I stated to those who 
heard me, not only the business men, but the farmers and 
the laborers of Texas, that I got my religious inspiration 
from the bible of my political faith, from the old-time legis- 
lation. I said that the time had come when men in public 
life and men in private life having an interest in public af- 
fairs, should come back to the fundamental principles of gov- 
ernment as established by George Washington, James Madi- 
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son, Thomas Jefferson and Benjamin Franklin. I said to 
them that that kind of government and that kind of political 
faith was like the old time religion that we sing about, which 
was good enough for Paul and is good enough for me, I 
don’t know whether you are familiar with that or not.

I want to say to this convention that I am glad you 
came to Texas because you will meet here one of the most 
intelligent citizenships and the most progressive people you 
have ever seen, people who love their state, who love their 
cities and their communities and are ready at all times to 
fight for the priniples of their government, though hoping 
for political peace and advocating legislative rest. What we 
need in the nation as well as in Texas, is a rest from the 
surplus of legislative enactments. We have too many laws in 
Texas, and God knows we have three or four thousand more 
in the nation than we need, and I am coming to see you 
people at Pittsburgh and Philadelphia and Chicago and St. 
Louis, New York and Boston, and I am going to say to you 
there, as I said to the people of Texas, that what the United 
States needs is legislative rest; give us a chance to adjust 
ourselves to the laws we already have; let congress and the 
legislatures of the several states devote their time and their 
energies towards a revision of the laws we already have and 
to repeal all those that are unnecessary and give the individ- 
ual citizen a chance to develop himself and the country will 
bloom and blossom like a rose. 

The chairman of this convention has told you about this 
being a state where the cows give political milk and where 
the birds chirp political tunes—I want to say to you that after 
the legislature adjourned last March the trees were in bud 
and the flowers were blooming. Go out in the country and 
look at the grass and you will see every blade is perfect in 
Texas this year. Look at the foliage on the trees and you 
do not find any of it dried up, spotted and yellow; they are

Business progress and business expansion, growth in pop- 
ulation is on the increase, and the religious spirit pervades 
the entire state of Texas, and we people of New 
York and the people of Illinois, and the people of Pennsyl-

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vania and of New Jersey and of Massachusetts, of Rhode 
Island, Connecticut and Kentucky, Georgia and Alabama, 
Oklahoma, Arizona and New Mexico, our neighbors on the 
south, to come to Texas and catch the inspiration. 

Now, Mr. Chairman, I have said enough. I want to 
welcome you people to the state of Texas. I wish it were 
so that I could stay three days with you. 1 am sure that 
I would have a good time, but I feel confident that my rest 
will be more peaceful if I return to Austin. 


THE BREADTH OF TEXAS. 


You are in a state that won its independence and estab- 
lished personal liberty and proclaimed by written legislation 
the pain of property rights—an imperial commonwealth, 
larger than Great Britain and France combined. I was stat- 
ing to some friends last evening that it is 930 miles from 
Orange,. Texas, on the eastern border near Louisiana, to El 
Paso, on the western border near New Mexico, and it is only 
50 miles farther than that from Berlin, the capital of Ger- 
many, to St. Petersburg, the capital of the Russian Empire. 
It is further from Texarkana by the Texas and Pacific to El 
Paso than it is from Chicago to New York, and it is further 
from Brownsville to Texline in the northeast corner of the 
state than it is from St. Louis to Jacksonville, Florida. People 
of the east and west spend their summers touring in Europe, 
when there are finer things to be seen in Texas than you will 
find across the Atlantic. If you will come up to Austin we 
will show you a magnificent capitol, one of the most beautiful 
spots on the face of the earth, and we will show you one of 
the strongest, cleanest, best and most vigorous state govern- 
ments in any of the American union. Come to Texas fre- 
quently. When my friend Sandford and others go up to your 
section df the country in the east and middle west, in the

southern states, and invite conventions to San Antonio, do 
not miss an opportunity to vote for this motion every time 
they make it. . 

We are expanding down here, and that reminds me of a 
story, if I can repeat it, of a banquet held out in Minnesota, 
where the toastmaster was describing his feelings about ex- 
pansion. They were feeling quite good and as the evening” 
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wore away, the toastmaster proposed the toast of the United 
States—this is illustrative of the fact that the first speech 
made in the evening at a banquet is always the most con- 
servative, and it is illustrative of another fact, that the further 
you go west the greater is the enthusiastic spirit, but the

story went this way: The-toastmaster called upon a gentle- 
man from Connecticut early in the evening to respond to the 
toast of the United States, and after apologizing, he raised 
in his place and said: “Here is to the United States; it is 
bounded on the north by Canada, on the South by Mexico and 
the gulf of Mexico, and on the east by the Atlantic, and on 
the west by the Pacific,” and that was a cold blooded state- 
ment of facts, like the people of New England are accus- 
tomed to deal in. After 12 o’clock the toastmaster had for- 
gotten that he had proposed a toast to the United States once 
and he proposed it a second time. This time he called on a 
man ‘from the middle west, about Kentucky or Ohio, to re- 
spond to the second toast. When the gentleman had finished 
his introductory remarks, he raised his glass and said: “Here 
is to the United States; it is ‘bounded on the north by the 
north pole, on the south by the south pole, on the east by the 
rising sun and on the west by the setting thereof.” Here you 
see the progressive spirit and you see the enthusiasm of the 
citizen as you go westward. They continued the banquet 
until three or four o’clock in the morning, January 5. The 
toastmaster had forgotten that he had proposed this toast 
twice and in a feeling of joy and bubbling spirit he rose and 
proposed the toast to the United States and called on a man 
from west of the Mississippi river to respond a third time 
to the toast. After the citizen west of the Mississippi river 
had paid tribute to his country he raised his glass and drank 
to the United States; he said: “Here is to the United States; 
it is bounded on the north by the Aurora borealis, on the 
south by the procession of the equinoxes; on the east by the 
primeval chaos and on the west by the day of judgment. Now 
I want to say as a Texan that Texas is boundless and not 
bound by either one of these conditions, and I am not at a 
banquet either and it is early in the morning. 

Now, my friend, Mr. President, I want to say again that 
we welcome this magnificent body of men to the state of 
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Texas. I hope that you will enjoy a favorable session here 
and that you will not want to hold your conventions any 
place in this country except in Texas after this. 

I thank you very much for your attention. 


On behalf of the city of San Antonio, President 
Jake Wolff, of the Chamber of Commerce, welcomed 
the members of the associations to the city, in well 
chosen words. President Sanford responded in be- 
half of the Southern Hardware Jobbers’ Association 
in his usual classical way, and he was frequently in- 
terrupted by applause. The delegates and guests dem- 
onstrated that they appreciated this “hardware orator 
of the South.” His address follows: 


Response of President Sanford. 


San Antonio, the fairest city in the state which has been 
under six flags, the white lilies of France, the royal standard 
of Spain, the flag of Mexico, the Lone Star flag of the Texas 
republic, the Stars and Bars of the Southern Confederacy and 
the Stars and Stripes of a government which is the crowning 
glory of Christian civilization. 

San Antonio, the pearl of Southern cities, the city which 
started Theodore Roosevelt on his meteoric and successful 
flight to the White House. 

San Antonio, the metropolis of this section, that raised 
the goat that grew the hair of the wool that went into the 
cloth that made the trousers that were worn by President 
Taft on his inauguration, and those of you who have met 
our genial President will agree with me that that was no small 
undertaking. ; 

THE BROAD EXPANSE OF TEXAS. 

Now his Excellency has impressed upon you the fact that 
you hardly realize the vast splendid territory embraced in 
our state lines and reminds me of an article which I read in 
a New York magazine demonstrating the fact that even we of 
Texas do not realize this. One farmer met another one day 
down here in Texas and he says: “John, where have you 
been? I have not seen you for a long while.” “Oh, I have 
been away up North.” “Up North?” “Yes.” “Where?” “I 
have been up to Dallas.” “Did you have a good time?” “A 
good time? Wo, I never could have a good time with them 
d—— Yankees.” 

This association, your Excellency, has met in convention 
in many of the principal cities of our country, from Saratoga, 
New York, all the way down to the Mexican sea. Repre- 
senting as it does, one of the leading lines of the trade and 
numbering in its members probably some of the foremost 
business men of the South, it has everywhere been received 
with marked consideration. We have met in cities of well 
known thrift and enterprise and of high standard in the com- 
mercial world, and in cities of vast and varied manufactur- 
ing enterprises. At other times we have gathered at seaside 
places and at summer resorts in the mountains, but at no 
time and at no place have the gates of welcome been opened 
out to us in a more intelligent city than San Antonio, Texas. 

HISTORIC SAN ANTONIO. 

San Antonio, whose foundations were laid more than two 
hundred years ago; indeed it was a thriving, husky, frontier 
village about ‘three-quarters of a century before Patrick 
Henry hurled his fierce philipics at the British crown, for 
I believe it was in 1683, in that decade when the incompar- 
able troops of Poland, under the leadership of King John 
Sobieska, at the gates of Vienna, stood a wall of living fire 
between the pagan hosts of Turkey and the peace and secur- 
ity of Christendom, when the nobles of old England bewig- 
ged and powdered were making merry in the colony of 
Virginia, when the Franciscan monks and ancient Spanish 
religious orders crossed the seas and bearing the torch of 
Christian civilization. to a hitherto unknown world, laid out 
on the banks of the little San Antonio river the town of 
San Fernandez, afterwards called San Antonio, but doing 
much wiser than they knew. 


BEAUTIES OF THE CITY. 


San Antonio; here the old and the new citizens meet 
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and mingle, producing a civil city not known in any other 
American city unless perchance in the city of New Orleans. 
On the one hand we behold an imposing church edifice of 
modern architecture and on the other an ancient Spanish 
Cathedral hoary with age, covered with moss and lichen and 
holding in its grim silence, page after page and chapter after 
chapter of romantic history, on the one hand a beautiful 
residence, airy and palatial after the present day method of 
building and by its side a one story adobe cottage, holding be- 
hind its closely barred shutters and deep repose, a host of 
thrilling memories; on the one hand a magnificent boulevard 
and on the other a narrow winding street after the fashion 
of all Latin cities. Here an automobile throbbing with 
almost human life and action and there a two wheeled Mexi- 
can cart drawn by a shaggy sleepy donkey; here a patent 
flour mill and there a little remnant of an ancient 
wheel, before us stately sky scraper of steel and stone as 
constructed today looking down upon a one storied struc- 
ture that brings to mind the thoughts of yesterday. Within 
these walls once rang the shouts of heroes who laid down 
their lives for the preservation of the principle of the local 
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self government which will survive as long as the stars 
shine in the sky or the colors live in the rainbow of hope. 
IN SONG AND STORY 


San Antonio, famous alike in song and story, for here 
witnessed some of the most tragic scenes of modern times. 
Here was the stage upon which were enacted scenes in which 
love and hate, jealousy and revenge, rebellion and patriotism, 
found expression in deeds that rival in daring the exploits in 
the Arabian nights; scenes of the old stage coach, the prairie 
schooner, the buckboard and horse, artillery and ambulance, 
formed important parts in the stage setting; scenes among 
whose actors were blue eyed frauleins and dark eyed Spanish 
senoritas and American beauties, the fairest blossoms in all 
this world; Aztec and American Indians and Spanish caval- 
lieres and soldiers of fortune; intrepid frontiersmen ; bronzed 
cowmen and the irrepressible cowboy who dashed down the 
streets and turned down the light with a Colt 45. 

But things have changed; a new order of things has been 
ushered in. The curtain has gone down; the players have 
gone from the stage forever, leaving behind a name at which 
the world grew pale, or pinned a moral, or adorned a tale. 

THE ALAMO 


San Antonio, the guardian of the Alamo, that ancient 
pile, smoke blackened, blood reddened, shot riddled and dis- 


mantled, yet grand and inspiring in its desolation. To that 
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shrine may we come to reconsecrate our lives to a broader 
and cleaner and better citizenship. 


To that shrine may we ‘come to renew our allegiance to 
the glorious traditions of the past. To that shrine may we 
come to reconsecrate our hearts to broader and deeper and 
more loyal Americanism. To that shrine may we bring our 
citizenship to teach them the highest, the holiest and the 
noblest object lessons of self denial, of self sacrifice, hero- 
ism, devotion to duty and love of country, for there the very 
best blood of this nation, the flower of American chivalry, 
the incarnation of heroism, met to perform the most spotless 
deed of the ages, and they wrote a new chapter in the history 
of American liberty. When surrounded by overwhelming 
force they laid down their lives and left a testimonial trans- 
scribed in blood and immersed with the seal of martyrdom 
that all the world might know that the Anglo Saxon would 
never bend the knee to human yoke or bow a knee to any 
authority save that of the living God. 

From that funeral pyre arose the flame of liberty that 
dazzles the eyes of all the past and lights the way to a glorious 
destiny for Texas in the years that lie’ ahead. 


San Antonio! What tongue can describe, what pen can 
portray, what brush can paint the skies which, when they do 
smile, are as fair as ever beamed upon the vine clad field of 
Italy. 


THE OLD AND THE NEW. 


The great fields of white clouds that go drifting across 
either sea to the Haven beyond the sight of men; the north 
breezes pure and refreshing, the night winds, perfume laden, 
that cgme stealing forth from the cactus crowned hills and 
the mesquite studded valleys, the healing waters and the 
health giving altitude, the magnificent parks, the splendid 
primeval growth and virgin soil, the beautiful plazas, well 
kept and woven about with romance, love and war, the 
picturesque homes ‘and the rose embowered cottages, the 
tropical luxuriance of trees, plants and flowers, the golden 
days which are now here and the silvery nights and the little 
river winding its way through the heart of it all, and the 
sense of rest and peace and quiet and content that falls upon 


the tired hearts of men as dew upon the grass and yet with - 


all, the city throbbing with life, action and endeavor, a city 
of vast business enterpriseS and great banking institutions, 
of many and varied manufacturing enterprises, its splendid 
railroad facilities, schools and colleges; surely we can con- 
gratulate you upon being a resident of a city like this, which 
is not only one of the most beautiful in the country but is 
the most populous in the greatest state in the nation. 


We thank you people of San Antonio for the invitation 
which brought us here and for the generous welcome which 
has met us at the door. I am sure that our visit will be not 
only a profitable one but that in living we will call back as 
a word of benediction “Peace be within thy gates, prosperity 
within thy palaces.” 


President G. H. Jantz responded to the addresses of 
welcome to the city and state in behalf of the American 
Hardware Manufacturers’ Association in the following 
address: 


Response by President Jantz. 


“Mr. President, your Excellency, the Governor, ladies and 
gentlemen: It is my pleasant duty this morning to express 
thanks for this most hearty welcome. I am sure that I am not 
able to express our appreciation so that you will understand 
just how we feel about it. If I had the gift of President 
Sanford, I am sure that I could do it, but as I have not 
been blessed that way you will have to take actions, which 
always speak louder than words. 

I would be amiss in my duty if I did not at this time 
refer to the generous welcome which met us at every station 
at which we stopped. We have heard a great deal about 
southern hospitality. Many of us did not know what that 
meant from actual experience. Today we know. We have 
realized it, for 2,500 miles we have had a test of it and I 
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am sure that we all want more of it, including the Dudley 
mint julep. 

I am sure that we all appreciate President Wolff’s wel- 
come to the city. We are all glad to be here; but I want to 
say for one that I am very sorry that the mayor is not here, 
for the reason that wherever we have held conventions here-

tofore the mayor has always presented to us the keys of the 
city, and what makes me feel especially bad about the mayor’s 
absence this morning is that the Southern Jobbers will not 
have the night latch keys. Heretofore they have always had 
a night latch key and we poor Manufacturers have been pro- 
tected by the Southern Jobbers with those night latch keys. 
Now if that can be remedied I am sure that we will go away 
from here with those keys in our pockets and wear them 
as watch charms. President Wolff stated that last week he 
welcomed to the city of San Antonio twenty millionaires. 
It is quite evident that President Wolff does not know that 
there are more millionaires here, or more millions per- 
haps. We discovered this particularly after leaving the Ohio

River, and this again portrays the southern hospitality or 
southern generosity, that coming from the east to Nashville 
we had increased our original, that the American Hardware 
Manufacturers’ Association represents from about three bil- 
lions to eight billions. Now if you gentlemen of the south 
do not induce some of us to spend part of that money down 
here in buying a few inches of Texas soil you are not good 
salesmen. I am very glad to see that your capital has also 
increased since the beginning of the year. I understand that 
the rains that you have had are worth about three millions 
of dollars to Texas. Now we are very glad of that. We 
are glad to know that you are going to have so much money, 
for many of us will have to have our automob"'es repaired 
and we want you to be able to buy a lot of new owes. At any 
rate, we are coming to see you and trade you some hardware 
for that three millions of dollars. I saw the other day in a 
Chicago paper that the first Illinois Federation of Women’s 
Clubs was going to hold a convention and that the members 
would be limited to a talk of two minutes each, and I saw in 
this morning’s paper that your excellency, the governor, was 
going to speak three minutes. I think he did, ofe minute 
for Texas, one minute for the Hardware men, and one minute 
for the ladies. That shows again how generous southern 
people are. They would not deprive the ladies of Illinois of 
their talking longer than the gentlemen of Texas. I must 
again say that I am very sorry that I have not been blessed

with the gift of speech that President Sanford has. If I had, 
I certainly would accept the pastorate of a twenty thousand 
dollar Presbyterian church in New York, and I am not sure 
but what .President Sanford will accept that fee, at least I 
am going to make a proposition to a crowd of my friends 
in New York when I return there and you hardware men of 
Texas must not be disappointed if you lose him, for he cer- 
tainly can talk some things better than Hardware. 


This is our twentieth convention of the American Hard- 
ware Manufacturers’ Association. This is our semi-annual 
meeting. It has been my pleasure and privilege to attend

nearly all of them and must say that I have never found so 
much enthusiasm and such large attendance at any one of 
these meetings before. You people of the south and Texas 
certainly have a way of arousing enthusiasm or causing good 
feeling and making everybody feel that they want to come 
to you, and I myself wondered this morning as I heard Presi- 
dent Sanford’s remarks about San Antonio why he did not 
live here. There of course is some reason why he does not. 
I feel that I would like to come here. Now, gentiemen, if you 
can show me some way that I can spend my share of that 
eight billion dollars and get more for it out of Texas than 
I can out of New York, I am one of your citizens. 

I want to express thanks again to the state of Texas and 
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to the city of San Antonio for this welcome and I want to 
say that there has never been as much good feeling brought 
to any convention as was brought by the Hardware Special 
Train. We are glad to have been with you. We are very 
glad to accept from you the hospitality that you have so 
kindly offered us, 

The program was interspersed between the addresses 
by the orchestra which mingled the airs of the North 
and South in “Yankee Doodle” and “Dixie.” After 
the addresses the presenting of representatives of va- 
rious hardware associations took place, J. D. Moore 
of Birmingham, Ala., reporting for the National 
Hardware Association. A telegram was also read 
from W. H. (Pop) Bennett, from Long Beach, Cal.

are mentioned in the program. It is hoped that every mem- 
ber who has anything to contend with which disturbs his 
business, or has anything which he thinks is of interest to 
our membership, will present it. Ample time will be given 
for this, and members are assured that whatever is said will 
not be given to the press by the officers of the Association.

DOUBLE EXPRESS CHARGES. 

Attention has been called to the fact that express com- 
panies frequently receive prepayment of transportation 
charges, which, through oversight on the part of their clerks, 
are not recorded on way-bills, as a result of which trans- 
portation charges are demanded at the point of delivery,

with the refusal of delivery unless the charges are paid. Thus 
double charges are frequently collected unknown to the ship- 
per and consignee, and where discovered recovery of the 
amount wrongfully collected has entailed considerable cor- 
respondence and loss of time. 

I recommend that special action be taken with a view 
of having laws enacted which will compel the receiving 
agents of the express companies to mark on each package 
the amount of prepaid express charges received by them, 
and that their notation of the fact shall be sufficient to pre- 
clude the collection of transportation charges at the point 
of delivery. Also that a time limit be fixed in which delivery 
of shipments shall be made, and if delivery is not made 
before the expiration of the specified period the stated value 
plus the prepaid transportation charges shall be paid to the 
shipper by the carrier. 

THE PARCELS POST. 

While an enlarged parcels post has not been put into 
effect, there is no doubt but that renewed action will be 
taken looking to its establishment. As the matter has been 
before us on several occasions and we are quite familiar 
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with the conditions involved, I would suggest that a reso- 
lution be passed at this convention expressing the Association’s 
present position in the matter.

AN UNSATISFACTORY RANGE-BOILER JOB. 











The following article from Domestic Engineering, 
pertaining to a range boiler job in which the water 
fails to heat, will probably prove of interest to many of 
our readers. 

Editor “Domestic Engineering”:—I am enclosing 
a sketch of a range-boiler that fails to get hot. It 
should supply two kitchen sinks and the arrangement 
is as shown. All is new, except the stove, and that 
was thoroughly cleaned out. The boiler is as close 
as possible to the stove. Should like to have the opin- 
ion of some of your readers as to the case.

You seem to have dropped directly from the top of 
the range-boiler under the floor, and have run pipe 
to the various fixtures. This would undoubtedly pro- 

















duce an air-pocket in the pipe at the top of the range- 
boiler, which would interfere with the circulation. In- 
stead of piping from the top of the boiler as you have, 
you should have run the hot-water pipe vertically un- 
til the weight of the water which it contained would 
more than counterbalance the weight of water con- 
tained in the pipe to and under the floor, which we 
think would remedy the matter—Domestic Engineer- 
ing.

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THE VALUE OF GOOD VENTILATION. 





BY SEVERANCE BURRAGE, PH. D. 

(This paper was presented at the annual meeting of 
the American Society of Heating and Veniilating En- 
gineers, held in New York City, in January, 1911.) 

The widespread interest in the campaign against 
tuberculosis which has grown so rapidly in the last few 
years has served to publish the fact that one of the 
most important predisposing factors to tuberculosis 
and pneumonia is bad air. Foul air is brought about 
by absence of or faulty ventilation. Another fact which 
has been developed during this same campaign is, that 
not only is the health greatly improved and the power 
of resistance of the body against disease greatly 
strengthened by breathing pure air, but much more effi- 
cient work is being done by those studying and work- 
ing in well-ventilated rooms. The plea for good ven- 
tilation, then, may be based on two points: 

First. Health, the prevention of unnecessary sick- 
ness and death. 

Second. Economy, the increase in the efficiency of 
the occupants. 

One of the common excuses for not having systems 
of ventilation in buildings is that they cost money. But 
if lives can be saved, sickness prevented, less time tak- 
en out on account of sickness and more efficient work 
done in rooms or buildings where there is good ven- 
tilation, the “expense” excuse sounds very weak. 

It is surprising how many buildings are not provid- 
ed with any system of ventilation whatever—buildings 
in which numbers of individuals come together daily 
for several hours’ continuous work or study. If such 
buildings are school-houses, the lack of ventilation, 
therefore bad air, can be looked upon as responsible 
for many deaths from tuberculosis, the children hav- 
ing been rendered susceptible during their school days, 
and dying between the ages of twenty and twenty-five 
—in the very prime of life. If the buildings are fac- 
tories, work-shops or stores, much less efficient work 
will be done by the occupants, much more time will be 
lost on account of sickness of the employes, and the 
employes themselves will be rendered susceptible to 
many germ diseases. Such buildings should be pro- 
vided with ventilation. It will be economical in the 
end. 

Sometimes there are serious faults in buildings that 
are provided with ventilation systems. For example, a 
school building may have provision for a pure air sup- 
ply that only operates when the heating plant is in op- 
eration. Then the rooms are ventilated during the cold 
months and depend on their natural ventilation through 
the doors and windows at all other times.’ I have no- 
ticed this fault in many public school buildings. With 
the present availability of electricity for power to drive 
fans, there seems to be little excuse for this. Another 
example. I found a recently completed hospital in one 
of our large cities with the fresh air intake in close 
proximity to the outlet of the ventilating shaft from 
the kitchen and laundry. 

Another and very serious fault is the failure to pro- 
vide ventilation for toilet rooms in school-houses and 
other buildings in which all the other rooms are ven- 
tilated. The very rooms that need to have the bad 
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odors and foul air removed from them are neglected ! 
Newly constructed college and technical school build- 
ings have had this unsanitary condition thrust upon 
them. 

Many buildings are provided with apparatus for sup- 
plying pure air, but with no means for regulating the 
amount of moisture in the air. Consequently, the air 
is usually too dry. An excellent discussion of the 
“Effect of Dry Air on Health” may be found in a pa- 
per by W. E. Watt of Chicago, in the American Jour- 
nal of Public Hygiene, June, 1910. In this paper the 
author proves that the air in many of our school rooms 
“is drier than that of the driest desert on the face of 
the earth.” He goes on to say that in his school, when 
the rooms are provided with humidified air, tempera- 
ture 62 to 64, “we are clear-headed and feel well. 
When the new air was introduced it cut down the num- 
ber of cases of office discipline 80 per cent.” “Humidi- 
fied and cooler air saves one-fifth of the coal as well 
as adding vitality and efficiency.” 

These faults and defects in our ventilated and un- 
ventilated buildings should be remedied to bring about 
a more healthful condition, as well as to bring about 
more ‘efficient and more economical operations. 

The important impurities ih the air of buildings are 
in the form of gases, odors and dust. In the list of the 
gases we frequently find carbon dioxide mentioned as 
the most important. It rarely exists in the air in suffi- 
cient quantities to be actually poisonous to our bodies, 
and I believe that its importance lies only in its being a 
danger flag, pointing out the possible presence of other 
and more harmful things. 

If the carbon dioxide in a room has come from the 
combustion of some fuel in which the combustion has 
not been complete, carbon monoxide may be present, 
which is poisonous in very small quantities. Escaping 
illuminating gas may cause its presence in a room or 
building. If the carbon dioxide has come from the 
lungs of human beings, it will then indicate the possible 
presence of germs of disease which will be in the rooms 
or buildings in the form of dust; not that the germs 
shall have come from the lungs, but from the bodies 
and clothing of the individuals. I think too much im- 
portance has been attached to the amount of carbon 
dioxide in rooms. It may serve as a very. crude meas- 
ure of the purity of the air, but I am doubtful as to its 
value as a standard by which to test the efficiency of a 
system of ventilation. Rooms in which the carbon 
dioxide has been shown to be less than the maximum 
permitted by authorities have in some cases given rise 
to headaches and drowsiness. 

I believe that an examination into the purity of the 
air in buildings where a ventilating system has been or 
is going to be installed, should involve much more than 
a simple and rather doubtful test for carbon dioxide. 
The humidity, the amount of dust, the number of peo- 
ple, the character of the employment of the occupants, 
the number of continuous hours occupied, the climate, 
the height and shapes of the rooms, the nature of the 
outside air, the method and times of dusting and 


sweeping, all these and many other factors must be. 


taken into account, and the system then installed which 
will give the best results. It seems to me to be just as 
unreasonable to lay down rules or standards for ven- 
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tilation systems as it is for the water works engineer to 
say that one method or sthndard of water purification 
must be applied to all cases. Each city has its own pe- 
culiar conditions, its own problems of water purifica- 
tion to solve. Just so, I believe, each building, and 
each room in a building has its own problems of ven- 
tilation to solve. There should be closer connection 
between the work of the architect and that of the heat- 
ing and ventilating engineer. More careful work will 
bring about more healthful and more economical con- 
ditions.

NEW FACTORIES IN MANITOBA. 





The following information from Consul General 
John E. Jones, Winnipeg, will be of interest to many 
of our readers: 

“In Winnipeg’s manufacturing district nine new 
factories and warehouses are being erected to cost 
$500,000. 

“The rate at which manufacturers are commencing 
operations in Winnipeg is of especial interest just 
now, when the civic power plant is nearing comple- 
tion. In the same district, where the new factories 
are going up, are 92 separate industries which are 
accommodated by 18 spur railroad tracks. Press of 
business is forcing several of these companies to en- 
large their plants. 

“The provincial government has purchased a tract 
for a warehouse site at a cost of $25,000. This prop- 
erty is directly opposite the storage warehouse of the 
provincial telephones. The government will imme- 
diately commence the erection of a storage building 
on the new site. 

“Practically every concern in this locality is enlarging 
its plant, while many parcels of land are either bought 
or under option. This development will mean the 
employment of a great many men. 

“The construction of the Midland Railway through 
the district should help make this the greatest manu- 
facturing district in the city. It is expected that the 
shops for this railway will employ 400 men. With 
the railroad facilities offered by the two railways, the 
district is destined to become a permanent industrial 


center.”

Parallel to center line 9-7 of Fig. 1 draw an in- 
definite line as 10-8 of Fig. 2 and to this line project 
vertically the points 10, 18, 2, 8 and 7, and from 18 
and 7’ of Fig. 2 continue vertical indefinite lines. On 
the line from 7’ set off the height of the foot end (10 
inches) as shown by 7° and on line from 18, 
the height of the head end (14 inches at the seam), as 
shown by z. From 7° draw an indefinite line through 
z and from 7” set off the length, or describe an arc 
whose radius is the length of the top of the tub (5 feet 
6 inches), cutting the indefinite line 7” z at 9. Connect 
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9 to 10 and 7” to 8 and this will then be the outline of 
the tub in elevation. 

Project vertically the point 9 to the center line of 
Fig. 1 as at 9. With half the width of the top of head 
end (20 inches the width) as radius, describe more 
than half of a circle whose center is on line 9-7 and 
which passes through 9, as 17-9-17’. Connect the parts 
of circles by lines tangent to both and then 
17-1-7-1’-17’-9 will be the plan of the top. 

Project 19 or point of seam in the plan to the top 
of tub in Fig. 2 at 19. Draw a line from 19 to 18 to 
represent the seam, which may be located differently, 
of which later. 

As the parts of the tub on each side of line 9-7 of 
Fig. 1 are duplicates only one part will be used. 

In the foot end of the tub space the parts of circles 
into equal spaces 1-3-5, etc., and 2-4-6, etc., and con- 
nect the points between the two parts with solid lines 
and the alternate points with dotted lines. These lines 
torm bases of triangles, the several hypothenuse being 
the actual length of the lines or the distance between 
points on opposite sides or edges of the pattern, or, as 
can be stated, between the top and bottom of the tub. 


Project the points on the plan of top Fig. 1, as 
I, 3, 5, etc., to the top of Fig. 2 at 1, 3, 5, etc. Upon 
the extended lines 10-8 place the bases of the triangles 
as shown in Fig. 5, as 1-2, 3-4, etc., and 3-2, 5-4, etc. 
From the points numbered to correspond with the top 
of the end, erect perpendiculars and to these perpen- 
diculars project horizontally the height of same num- 
bers. As to perpendicular, from 1 of solid lines in 
Fig. 5 project 1 of Fig. 2. As 1 is 1-w higher than 
2, but 2 is not directly under 1, but the distance 1-2 
of Fig. 1 away from 1, and consequently the actual 
distance that 1 is from 2 is the length of the hypoth- 
enuse 2-1” of Fig. 5, continue this process and con- 
struct the set of solid and dotted triangles as shown 
in Fig. 5. 

From the points 1, 3, 5, etc., of Fig. 1 draw lines at 
right angles to the center line 9-7, as at c, b, a, and 
these lines will show the several half widths of the 
tub on top at these points. 

In the head end of the plan space the circular parts 
9-17 and 10-18 into the same number of spaces and 
project the points of the top to the top of Fig. 2 and 
the points of the bottom to the bottom of Fig. 2. In 
Fig. 2 connect these points, top to bottom, with full 
lines and the alternate points with dotted lines. These 
lines are now bases of half sections whose actual 
lengths must be found. 

From the points on 9-17 and 10-18 of Fig. 1 draw 
lines at right angles to the center line 9-7 as at d, e, f, 
etc., and h, 6, etc. These lines represent the several 
half widths of the tub in the top and bottom through 
these points. 

Usually diagrams are drawn of the half sections 
to obtain the actual length of foreshortened lines, ‘as 
shown in Fig. 6 (or the method of Fig. 5 can be used). 
But here a slightly different method is used. Instead 
of using the heights of the half sections, triangles are 
used whose heights or altitudes are the difference be- 
tween points in the plan of the top and bottom. The 
point 11 is 11-d from the center line 9-7 and the point 
12 is 12-h from the center line, and therefore 11-0 
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is the difference between these points. If 11 was lo- 
cated where o is, then the line 11-12 of Fig. 2 would 
show in its actual length, but it is 11-o away; 13 is as 
much farther than 14 from the center line, as is shown 
by 13-r. Therefore draw lines from the points or the 
ends of the half widths of the bottom parallel to the 
center line intersecting the corresponding half width 
of the top. And the distance between these intersec- 
tions and the points in the top will be the altitudes of 
triangles of corresponding numbers. 

In Fig. 7 draw horizontal lines, on which set off the 
bases I1-12, 13-14, etc., of Fig. 2, and from the points 
numbered the same as the top erect perpendiculars, 
on which set off the difference in lengths of the half 
widths of corresponding numbers from Fig. 1, as the 
line 13-14, for instance. Erect perpendicular from 13, 
on which set off r equal to 13-r of Fig. 1. Connect r 
and 14 and then will r-14 be the actual length of 13-14 
of Fig. 2. 

In the same way construct diagram of the dotted 
triangles, Fig. 9. 

As the top is foreshortened in the plan in its length 
and foreshortened in the elevation in its width, a right 
view or true section must be constructed, one-half of 
which is all that will be necessary. 

Parallel to 9-7" of Fig. 2 draw the line 9’-7” of 
Fig. 3 and project all the points on 9-7" at right angles 
to 9-7", to line 9’-7”, as d’, e’, f’, etc., and c’, b’, etc., 
and from these latter points draw lines at right angles 
to 9/-7” and to these lines transfer the several half 
widths of the top at the head and foot of the tub from 
Fig. 1. As from d’ set off d-11, from f’ set off f-15, 
etc., and from c’ set off c-1, from b’ set off b-3, etc. 
Connect I-17 with a straight line and draw a curved 
line through the points at the head and the foot as 
shown. Then 9’-17-1-7” will be the half section of the 
top, and both ends of the top will be elliptical. 

In viewing the plan at right angles to 18’-2’ as at A 
or also 18-2 the actual length of the side at the bot- 
tom is shown. Place this length on a line shown by 
18-2 in Fig. 8 and from 2 erect an indefinite perpen- 
dicular line. In the plan the line 1-2 is at right angles 
to the edge line of the bottom and would also be so in 
the pattern. From 2, Fig. 8, set off the actual length 
of 2-1 taken from 2-1” of Fig. 5. With 1 as center 
and the actual length of edge line of side at top, Fig. 3, 
as radius, describe an arc, which intersect by another 
arc with 18 as center and the actual length of 18-17 of 
Fig. 7 as radius as at 17. Draw lines from 17 to 18 
and to 1 and this will be the pattern for the flat sides, 
although it will contain a slight twist scarcely notice- 
able. To remove this twist would require a change in 
the measurements from those given. The development 
of the pattern can also be varied by constructing va- 
rious triangles and using 18-2 as the base line of de- 
velopment, the dotted line 2 to 17 showing one vari- 
ation. 

Should, however, the seam be located on line 19-18 
of plan, an arc is described from 17 of Fig. 8, whose 
radius is 17-19 of Fig. 3, as at 19, and a line drawn 
from 19 to 18. Then the piece 17-19-18 must be added 
to the pattern for the head end. 

18-19 of Fig. 1 is the amount of flare at this point 
and 18-19 of Fig. 2 is the height of this flare. Trans- 
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fer 18-19 from Fig. 1 to Fig. 10, as shown by 18-19" 
and 18-19 from Fig. 2 to Fig. 10, as shown by 18-19. 
Draw a line from 19° to 19 and 19-s will be the actual 
length of the flare on 18-19 of the plan (or elevation). 

Returning to Fig. 8. If the triangular piece is not 
wanted in the side pattern, a simple method to obtain 
side pattern after having drawn 18-2-1 of Fig. 8 is to 
describe an arc from 1 whose radius is 1-19 of Fig. 3 
and intersect this arc with an arc described from 18 
whose radius is 19-s of Fig. 10, fixing point 19. Draw 
lines from 19 to I and to 18 and then 19-1-2-18 will 
be pattern for the sides. 

As the pattern for sides must also contain half of 
the pattern for the foot end, that part must now be 
added. 

With 2 of Fig. 8 as a center and radius equal to 
actual length of 3-2 of Fig. 5 describe an arc, which 
intersect with an arc from 1 whose radius is 1-3 of 
Fig. 3, fixing point 3. With 3 as center and radius 
equal to actual length of solid line 3-4 of Fig. 5 inter- 
sect an arc from 2 whose radius is 2-4 of Fig. 1, fixing 
point 4. Continue this process till point 8 is reached. 
Draw curved lines through the points 1-3-5, etc., and 
2-4-6, etc., completing the side and half end pattern. 

For pattern of head end draw a line in Fig. 4 and 
place thereon the distance 9-10 of Fig. 2. With 9 as 
the starting point continue the process of assembling 
the various lengths to obtain the pattern in the same 
way as just described for the foot end until point 18 
is reached, taking care that the spaces between points 
on the top of the pattern are taken from the half sec- 
tion Fig. 3 and the spaces on the bottom of pattern, 
taken from the plan Fig. 1. 

If the seam is to be on 17-18 of Fig. 2 this will com- 
plete the pattern, which will join the side at 17-18 of 
Fig. 8. But if the seam is to be on 19-18 of Fig. 2 
the triangular piece must be added. With 17 as cen- 
ter and radius 17-19 of Fig. 3 describe an arc, which 
intersect with an arc from 18 whose radius is 19-s of 
Fig. 10, fixing point 19 of Fig. 4. Draw lines from 
19 to 17 and to 18, completing pattern.

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Trade Report. 


HARDWARE. 

The state of trade during the week just. past is re- 
ported as being generally quiet, the volume of business 
done being far less than the producing capacity. This 
lack of interest in trade is due largely to the backward 
spring and the crop and tariff uncertainties. Indica- 
tions, however, show that there is not going to be any 
decided drop in business during the coming month and 
1QII promises to be a good business year, notwith- 
standing some of the trade reports to the contrary. 
Hardware jobbers report what they call an ordinary 
run of business during the past week, which is in 
reality a very good indication for this season of the 
year, being, as it is, between two buying seasons, when 
the dealer is prone to buy only for current needs. 

The base price of wire nails at the mill for jobbers 
is $1.80 per keg. The base price is $1.80 at the mill 
for carloads and $1.95 at the mill for less than car- 
loads. The base price of cut nails at the mill for job- 
bers is $1.95 per keg. The base price is $2.00 for full 
carloads at the mill and $2.10 for less than carloads 
at the mill, 

In the Chicago market wire nails are quoted as fol- 
lows: Wire nails, jobbers’ car lots, $1.98; retailers’ 
car lots, $2.03, $2.10 out of store; painted barb wire, 
jobbers’ car lots, $1.98; retailers’ car lots, $2.05 ; with 
30 cents for galvanizing; plain wire to jobbers in car 
lots, $1.98, and to retailers in car lots, $2.05. 


Copper slating nails are quoted at 2 cents a pound, 
net. 





TIN PLATE. 

While the market for tin plate has quieted down 
considerably, with little new business appearing, the 
mills continue to operate on quite a satisfactory sched- 
ule. Shipments are heavier than the present rate of 
production would indicate, as some mills have large 
stocks on hand. Consumers are now specifying more 
liberally against contracts for June delivery. Orders 
booked are said to be sufficient to assure fairly heavy 
shipments over the second quarter. 

The present price for tin plate to retailers, f. o. b. 
Chicago, is $8.90 for 100-pound, 20x28. 





SHEETS. 


The sheet market is still quiet and the jobbing trade 
is having no trouble in filling orders for all grades of 
sheets as large stocks were accumulated several months 
ago in anticipation of the rise of the sheet market. 
Even though the market is not overly bright at this 
time, the mills are evidently looking for it to take an 
upward trend, for several of them are opening up in 
larger force than they have during the past two 
months, The activity in building operations will make 
a natural increase in the demand for sheets. 

The Chicago price to retailers is $3.75 out of store 
per 100 pounds No. 28 gauge, galvanized.

COPPER. 

There was very little comparative change during 
the week as far as the copper market was concerned. 
At the close it was evident that European dealers were 
endeavoring to hold up the market by transferring a 
considerable amount of standard copper to the other 
side and thereby relieve the depressed condition in the 
United States. As there is one day less in April than 
March, it is expected that there will be some reduction 
in the output and a stronger statistical position will be 
shown which will not be accounted for by actual con- 
ditions in the trade. In view of the small demand for 
finished material, there is not much demand from con- 
sumers, and as the larger consumers are well supplied 
for present requirements it is not expected that busi- 
ness will pick up for some time to come. There ap- 
pears to be considerable speculative support from the 
other side, but whether or not it will be permanent is 
somewhat problematical. The exports during last 
week were larger than they have been for some time, 
amounting to 14,406 tons. This is about double the 
amount shipped during the first two weeks of the 
month. Imports are showing but a slight falling off. 


TIN. 

There was not very much doing in tin as far as com- 
parative prices were concerned last week. During 
the earlier part of the week there was an easy tendency 
to the situation but at the close prices firmed up, which 
resulted in an improved inquiry for small lots of spot 
and nearby tin in the domestic market. There were 
freer offerings, however, and the undertone was weak 
despite advance in London. There are quite heavy 
stocks here and as shipments to the interior are small 
a considerable amount of stock has gone into ware- 
houses. Shipments from the Straits, it is reported, 
will be less during the second half of April, and it is 
said that London is withholding shipments to this 
country. At the close small lots of tin were sold at 
42'%4c, with April and May offered at the same price. 
The Minnehaha is due on Monday with 1,000 tons. 
The unknown amount afloat is now 902 tons, and the 
total amount afloat is 2,027 tons. - The arrivals so far 
this month have been 3,225 tons. 





LEAD. 

The New York and St. Louis lead markets were 
dull at unchanged quotations this week. The arrivals 
at New York port were 175 tons from Mexico and 
the exports amounted to 50 tons. Advices from the 
Joplin ore district reported total shipments, week end- 
ing April 22, 908 tons; previous week 599 tons; same 
week last year 742 tons; this year 13,652 tons; last 
year 13,605 tons. This is an increase of 47 tons. 





SPELTER. 
The spelter market is still weak and though there 
has been some trading in the wholesale market, the 
price for carload lots is very erratic some reports of 
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ales being quoted from 2 to 5 points under the mar- 
ket, Large dealers are holding to the 614 cent price 
:, owing to the uncertainty of the market, there is 
not a heavy trading. 


ALUMINUM. 

Business in aluminum is quiet and prices are un- 
changed.: Prices per pound, in ton lots, are as follows: 
No, 1 pure ingot, 21@23c; rods and ‘wire, base price 
3ic, and sheets, 33c base price. 





ANTIMONY. 

The antimony market is dull and prices are weak 
and irregular. Prices are 9.00@g9.50c for Cookson’s ; 
8.75@9.25¢ for Hallett’s and 8.00@8.50c for ordinary 
brands. The London market is quoted at £34 10s for 
Hallett’s and £34 for ordinary brands. 





IRON BARS. 
There is a moderate demand for iron bars and the 
market holds steady. Quotations are as follows: $1.30 
@1.35 for refined bars and $1.25@1.30 for ordinary. 





COKE. 

In the coke market there has been a reduction in 
output during the last week, which generally reflects 
the blowing out of blast furnaces. For the week 
ended April 15 there were 28,427 ovens active out of 
a total of 39,399, which resulted in an output of 349,- 
475 tons and shipments of 10,309 cars. During the 
preceding week there were 28,514 ovens active, which 
produced 362,769 tons and shipped 11,093 cars. 

For standard Connellsville 72-hour foundry coke 
$2.00@2.25.is quoted for shipments over first half of 
this year. Standard 48-hour Connellsville coke is 
quoted at $1.65@1.75 for shipment over the next six 
months. 


PIG IRON. 


The principal event of the iron market last week was 
the announcement that the price of iron ore had been 
reduced 50 cents a ton. Although there were con- 
ferences of the iron ore producing interests in Cleve- 
land and New York, which did not result in any con- 
certed opinion, the decline was brought about by the 
sale of 50,000 tons of Lake ere to merchant steel com- 
panies at a reduction of 50 cents per ton from the 
prices which have been held during the last two years. 
Other interests in the Pittsburgh district followed the 
decline, but whether this stays as an agreed price re- 
mains to be seen. Several of the furnaces have re- 
cently blown out, and are sticking to the policy of 
reducing output. It is not believed the reduction in 
the price of iron ore will be followed by a further cut 
in pig iron prices. The slump in iron quotations dur- 
ing the last year is believed to have discounted the re- 
adjustment of ore prices. A reduction of 50 cents in 
ore means about 9o cents in pig iron. On an estimated 
consumption of 30,000,000 tons of Lake Superior ores, 
the reduction in price means a saving of $15,000,000 
to the manufacturers of iron and steel. The ore mar- 
ket is now in full swing and additional sales are likely 
to be reported from day to day. 

The reduction of iron ore prices has not brought 
out any important written inquiry for pig iron so far. 
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In some instances, however, buyers are quietly sou 
ing the market and it is expected that actual inquiries 
may. be put out soon. Quite a number of small orders 
have been placed recently by New England foundries 
for special analysis iron, but most of these orders have 
been obtained by solicitation of the furnace agents. 
Cincinnati reports that northern pig iron is slightly 
weaker there, with shading of 25 cents reported, but 
with scarcely enough inquiry to test the market. There 
have been reports that there has been some shading of 
prices by Virginia furnaces, but this is denied. Until 
the outlook is a little more settled it is not expected, 
however, that there will be any placing of orders fo 
delivery over the second half.

Rogers, Brown & Co., Cincinnati, say in their weekly re- 
port: 

There have been few new inquiries and small tonnage of 
business placed locally during the week. Orders for the most 
part have been for prompt shipment, with practically no in- 
terest manifested for extended delivery. There is general 
indisposition on the part of large consumers to place orders 
running during the balance of the year until conditions from 
their standpoint appear more favorable. The manufacturers 
are as confident that there will be no lower prices possible 
and actual transactions are exceedingly scarce. 

Outside of the pig iron trade there is locally good feel- 
ing. Some excellent business in structural forms has been 
done and the machinery end of the metal trades is reported in 
satisfactory shape. 

There has been one or two twelve months contracts for 
coke accomplished, and some slight furnace coke buying of a 
hand-to-mouth nature. Otherwise, the coke situation is a 
dead one. Prices are at the same low stage as has been rul 


ing. 





Matthew Addy & Co., Cincinnati, say in their weekly re- 
port: 

About the only thing that can be said of the pig iron 
situation today is that iron is moving forward nicely on 
old orders and that requests for hurry shipments are fre- 
quent. So many foundries are running from hand to mouth 
that if a car in transit is delayed there is danger of a shut 
down, We have had several such cases this week. 

Buying is not in large volume. As a matter of fact the 
question of the establishment of Lake ore prices has not ex- 
actly disturbed the situation, but it has made a lull, a diver- 
tisement, an armistice or something of that sort. Buyers of 
pig iron seem to be under the impression that ore prices have 
something to do with pig iron prices. This is very true, as a 
rule, but not now, for the fact that 1911 ore was bound to be 
cheaper has been known for many months and has been dis- 
counted for a long time. Iron has been selling on the basis 
of the new ore prices since December. The furnaces made 
their loss, or rather made up their minds to make it, before 
the close of last year. There never was any justification for 
1910 ore prices. They were a mistake if not a crime. They 
put an enormous and unwarranted burden on all the north- 
ern merchant furnaces last year and cost them a world of 
money. That is the plain truth of it. And in adjusting 
prices to meet current conditions the ore men did the right 
thing, only it came too late to really avail much. But the 
new ore prices are simply in line with the prevailing iron 
prices and do not indicate that there is room for a change in 
that direction.
